Washington, Dec. 6.—President CoolMge’fi message to congress 
today bristled with crisp, pithy sentence*.

We attend to our own affairs

A people who neglect their national defense are putting in 
jeodardy their national honor. 
The humanitarian side of government should not he repressed, 
but cultivated. 
American institutions rest solely on good citizenship. 
Those who do not want to 
Im* partakers of the American spirit 
should not settle in America. 
It is necessary not only to have faith, hilt to make sacrifices for 
our faith.

I he country wants this measure to have the right of way 
over all others.” 


He is opposed to a soldier bonus, the president said flatly and 
without qualification. 
Message Crisply Worded 
The message, more eagerly aw ait­ 
ed by the country than any presiden­ 
tial utterance in year*, was a crisply 
worded document that covered virtu­ 
ally every problem confronting the 
administration and the country. 
It 
was a series of clear cut. concile, ex­ 
ceedingly definite statements and re­ 
commendations. 
It left no doubt of 
Mr. Coolidge’g exact position on ev- 
< ry subject he discussed. 
In sentences which, like his exact 
statem ents on tax reduction and the 
bonus, defied distortion or misinter­ 
pretation of his altitude, Mr Coolidge 
said th at;

The League of Nations is “ a closed 
Incident'* so tar us the ru tted States 
is concerned.

Mr, Coolidge opened bis message 
with an announcement to congress 
of the death of President Harding, 
and paid his predecessor this tribute; 
“ He has left his mark upon his­ 
tory. 
He bas made justice more cer­ 
tain and peaee more secure ’* 
Congress and his 
administration 
face the duty, the President said, of 
developing and supporting the Hard­ 
ing policies. 
From his brief word of eulogy, Mr. 


Coolidge swung directly into his mes­ 
sage. with no waste of words.

America is at pea**** with every­ 
body, lie said, and her desire is to 
perpetuate that peace by

An Am­ 
erican policy 
minding our own bus­ 
iness. recognizing our obligation to 
help others, but reserving “ to the 
decision of our own judgment the 
time, the place and the method"— 
must guide, he said. 
Neither he nor

“ America has taken her place In 
th< w orld- free, independent, power­ 
ful. 
The hest service that can be 
rendered to hum anity is the assur­ 
ance that this place will be m aintain­ 
ed.'' the president asserted. 
WORLD COURT 
Declaring he is in accord with the 
traditional policy of avoiding 
alli­ 
ances, and of settling international 
disputes peaeabiy, Mr. Coolidge said 
he favors a court including the whole 
world. 
As the Harding world court 
plan pending before the senate is the 
only practical plan on which many 
nations have ever agreed, though it 
may not meet every desire, I therefore 
commend it to the favorable consid­ 
eration of the senate with the pro­ 
posed reservations < learly indicating 
our refusal to adhere to the league 
of nations," he said. 
He urged the court be considered 
without partisanship and pointed out 
that it is "merely a convenient 
in­ 
strument of adjustment to which we 
could go, !»ut to which we could not 
be brought," 
RUSSIA 
Russia must show “ work# mete for 
repentance" before American recog 
nition will be accorded, the president 
said. 
Desiring friendship with the 
Russian people. America "ought to be 
the first to go to the economic and 
moral rescue" of Russia when that 
nation meets the conditions, he said. 
There is no objections to Americans 
trading with Russia, but "our gov­ 
ernment dries not propose to enter 
into relations with another regime 
which refuses to recognize the sanc­ 
tity of International obligation*. 
I 
do not propose to barter away for the 
privilege of trade any of the cherish­ 
ed rights to humanity. 
I do not pro­ 
pose to make merchandise of any 
American principles."

Amid applause, Mr. Coolidge strode 
Into the house chamber at 
12:28

ing for the applause to die out,

GIVES HIS PROGRAM 
AND HIS PLATFORM 


Washington, 
Dec. 
6.- President 
Coolidge today gave congress and the 
Americ an people bis program and his 
platform. 
In his first message to congress, a 
message marked for his first act for 
the campaign of the presidential el­ 
ection in 1924 
which ended his si­ 
lence 
on 
national 
problems, be 
dealt more or Ie*# definitely with th* 
whole range of national and inter­ 
national affairs. 
The report was bis first big test 
as president. 
The reaction of congress was dis­ 
appoint ingly feeble, It was clear be­ 
fore Mr, Coolidge finished that he 
and bls supporters must wait for the 
broader reaction of the whole coun­ 
try before being able accurately to 
appraise the effect of tbs message 
Mr. Coolidge received the most res­ 
pectful attention from the house and 
senate all through the reading of bis 
7,000 word addresa. 
He received 
considerable applause, but it was for 


the most port brief and 
scattered, 
Most of his recommendations were 
received In dead silence by congress, 
His urgent ad votary of tax reduc­ 
tion stirred applause, hut it was over 
in a moment. 


His demand for prohibition 
en­ 
forcement was received in silence. 
The fact that most members 
of 
congress read the ad'lr<*Hs days ago 
and were, therefore. In no doubt con­ 
cerning the president's recommenda­ 
tions, undoubtedly was largely 
re­ 
sponsible for the feeble response giv­ 
en. 
There was no element of dramatic 
surprise in the message. Many mem­ 
bers had their comments on the presi­ 
dent’s speech today in advance of its 
delivery, and handed out type w rit­ 
ten copies of their .opinion. 
The 
democrats accepted the message us a 
deciding issue upon w bb h the 1924 
campaign will be bused. 
“ Tho president's message is regard­ 
ed as not only expressing his recom­ 
mendations for legislation, hut also 
as the first sjieech iii his campaign 
for 
the 
presidential 
nominal ion,” 
said Senator 
Robinson,

pressed and this subject will provoke 
a decisive contest. 
I can not com­ 
prehend any plan by which the com­ 
pulsory consolidation 
of 
railroads 
may be asked except through con­ 
demnation which means government 
ownership,” 
Disappoint in* nt was expressed on 
ttehalf of the program by S- na tor 
Magnus Johnson, 
Minnesota, 
who 
said; 
"I am keenly disappointed In 
the president's message.

e<l that President Coolidge would of­ 
fer some tactful method ©f relief fill 
agriculture, hut In reading his mes­
